CHAPTER VI. ^

a, MOT -- to amend section- eight of chapter thirty-seven,

sworn

of the General Statutes* relating to State Normal
Schools.

1.—Director! «f Normal Board to take oath—term of offlce—election of Presi-
dent—appointment of Treasurer—Treasurer to give bonds.

2.—Wbtn act shall take affect.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That section eight of chapter thirty-
. . . . . . seven of the general statutes be amended so as to readDirectors to be _ ,. °

as follows:
Section 8. Each director of the normal board, befora

entering upon the duties of his office, shall take and sub-
scribe an oath to support the constitution of the United
States, and of the state of Minnesota, and faithfully to
execute the trust and discharge the duties of his office.
They shall hold their offices for four years, except as
otherwise provided. The normal board shall elect one
of their number president, who shall continue in oflico
two years, and until his successor is chosen, and they
shall appoint some suitable person as treasurer, who
shall hold his office for one year, but may be removed
at any time at the pleasure of the board. The treas-
urer, before entering upon the duties of his office, shall
give a bond to the state of Minnesota, in the penal
sum of fifty thousand dollars, faithfully to execute and
discharge the duties of his office.

SEC. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
